GENEVA,  Oct.  S.— BxperU  of  the 
prepatory  diaarmament  com- 
mission ■  today  reacbcd  a  unanimous 
ag>.aBMnt  ea  tlM  part  that  ^  paiask' 
tial  reseurc**  of  a  country  ^ouM  itfay 
In  determining  the  armaments  of  a 
country. 

The  potential  elements  diHcuHaed  in- 
cluded the  influence  on  armaments  of 
popu^^tioa.  acenomlc  resources,  geog- 
rapliFt  •■Miitlme  communications, 
rallwata  and  tha  TviaaMhUlty-- of 
froaUara  To  soma  extent  the  appar* 
tloning  of  Armaments  amonir  various 
countries  will  depend  upon  today's 
findings. 

The  experts  laid  down  the  doctrine 
that  populallon  ^Iretotly  influeacea  tha 
Duaiibar  of  efleethrea  aaeded  to  Inaure 
latanialMeaHty  beth  at  heme  and  in 

overseaa  territories.    They  alao  held 

that   the   strength   of  armed  forces, 

calculated  to  necure  external  sci-urity, 
Nhould  depend  on  political  and  geo- 
graphical eoB^ltlena  and  the  risk  of 

conflict. 

The  doettioe  waa  laid  ^itwn  that  ex- 
tent of  peaae  time  armaments  should 
depend  en  the  time  required  to  con- 
vert national  resources  Into  wartime 
armaments. 

The  experts  agreed  that  adequate 
economic  reaourrea  helped  In  the  ex 
panslen  in  wartime  of  peacetlan*  arm- 
aaaenik.  aad- permit  a  pretra«ta4  te- 

sistan^  to  bleckadea.  At  the  same 
time,  they  held  that  s  country  which 
Is  net  s«|f-«afP|»ort  Int:  .tnd  must  draw 
(ta  food  frf>m  abroad  would  run  a 
urave  risk  If  It  were  unable  lo  gytar- 
antee  the  arrival  of  nerossary  sup- 
piles.  Such  a  country.  It  was  agreed. 
Is  entitled  to  armament*  strong 
enougH  la.«iM|fMtda  the  Itaaa  af  aup- 
ply  and  aaa  reataa.

We  arc  told  that  the  result*  of  the

pects of  the  British  tnipire.  But  the 
paMicty  announced  opinions  of  the 
Prrmiffs  of  thr  most  important  of  the 
Domintons  are  not  completely  reassur- 
i»t  on^hal  point.  The  Tiewi  of  the 
Prrmirr  of  South  .\frira  an<l  thr  - 
of  the  Premier  of  Austraha  arc  ^ 
widely  aattnder  at  the  poles.  The 

vK-ws  of  thr  T'rfinirr  of  Canada  arr  as 
vague  as  that  extremely  evasive  gentle- 
man can  make  them.    Accordiaf  to 

the  inf'  rniatii>n  available,  the  only 
questions  to  be  discussed  will  be  ab- 
■tract  queationt' relating  to  the  sUtus 
of  the  Dominions  within  the  I'mjiirp 
and  the  relations  of  the  Dominions 
with  loMiftt  iMllons  vAdcr  ctttain  in- 
dcfUlkc  circumstances. 

We  are  further  told  that  trade  rela- 
tion!) within  the  hmpire  must  not  be 
ditcotacd,  'because  such  disctualOM 
would  raise  fjuestions  pf  I'rotection  and 
prctcrences,  and  questions  of  that  kind 
arc  dangeroua  to  raise  because  of  the 
strength  of  the  Free  Trailo  sentiment 
in  Britain.  As  far  as  Canada  is  con- 
cerned, the  qtiaslioa  of  trade  retetioBs  it 
not  of  paramount  Importaacc,  because 
it  is  a  question  that  is  settUaf  itself  in 
this  eouatry.  Otir  trad*  relations  with 
ihr  United  fSatcs.  notwithstanding  ob- 
structive tariffs,  are  becoming  more  in- 
tlaute.  not  only  every  year,  but  every 

day,  and    those    trade   rrl.itions  seem 

destiatd  to  become  Uighl/  pruhiable  to 
all  concerned  in  the  expanding  busi- 
ness .\nd  closer  trade  relations  are 
producing  closer  social  relations. 

The  capitalists  of  the  United  States, 
with  onhevp^  wealth  at  their  oom- 

inan<I.  arc  making  larRr  invrstnients  in 
Canada.  The  capitalists  of  the  I'liitcd 
States  have  been  attracted  by  the  busi- 
ness ii|i|Hirtunities  in  Canada,  are 
spending  millions  of  dollars,  and  pur- 
pose spending  additional  millions  of 

dollars,    in    the    development    of  our 
*  grca^  water  powers  aud  are  using  these 
water  powers  for  the  pafpoea  of  eon 

vertiiiR  oi;i  aliinul.utce  of  raw  niaterial.s 
into  hnishcd  products.  Capital  is  ob 
lirious  of  boundary  lines  and  is  world- 
wole  ill  its  vision.  All  that  Canada 
needs  to  make  her  populous  and  t>ros 
perous  is  capital,  and  Canadians  cannot 
br  expected  to  care  where  the  capital 
she  requires  comes  from  so  long  as  it 
fulfils  its  purpose.  Population  will 
follow  capital,  because  population  is 
quite  as  essential  to  development  as 
capital. 

CANADA'S  OOVBJtNQSS 


The  plaudits  which  followed  Baron 
Byng  as  he  departed  from  Canada  were 
still  echoing  along  the  shores  of  the 
Atlantic  when  \  iscount  Willingdon, 
the  sticccssor  of  the  retiring  (lovernor- 
tieneral,  landed  at  Quebec,  and  was  re- 
ceived with  official  cowtesy  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Covernmcnt  and  with 
enthusiasm  by  the  Canadian  people. 
Lord  Byng  is  a  soldier,  blunt,- straight- 
forward, ilownright,  Innest  and.  as  a 
result  of  his'  experiences  as  a  leader  of 
men  during  a  war  -which  tested  the 

f|tulitirs  of  men,  tender  of  heart  and 
tolerant  of  human  weaknesses.  Pre- 
vious to  his  appointment  to  the  post  of 
Oovernor-t .eneral  of  Canada,  a  post 
which  carries  great  responsibilities  and 
sometimes  demands  a  display  of  con- 
siderable diplomatir  abilitieK.  namti 
Byng  probably  had  but  little  experience 
with  politicians.    At  any  rate,  during 

the  cl<<«iii|!J  weeks  of  his  Irrni  of  offirr. 
the  former  Guvcrnor-efeneral  was 
charged  with  having  made  arbitrary  use 

•>f  his  prerogative  This  i  harge  was 
made  by  an  individual  who  probably 
knew  better,  and  certainly  should  have 
known  better,  but  who  could  not  rr,i;t 
the  temptation  of  making  a  political 
issue  of  the  oMMer.    Bvcnti  demon* 

>tr,ii'-f|  that  the  politiral  issue  raiserl 
wa»  a  very  effective  political  issue.  A 
tr<wfwdr>u«  clamor  ensued  in  Qvebcc,

Mr.  William  Tarpall,  another  of  the 

tew  rrmaiiitiiK  pioneers  of  Victoria,  has 
joined  the  great  company  "on  the  other 
side."    Dke  maay  df  hie  comrades  of 

the  old  luipade,  Mr.  Turpell  was  a 
Nova  Scotian  by  birth,  and  inlicnicd 
traditioas  of  the  ships  that  go  down  to 
the  great  <lrr  !Ir  uas  a  shipbuilder 
by  trade  and  a  complete  master  of  his 
craft.     The  producHans  of  his  yard 

■  r  as  stiiidv  as  the  frame  uf  their 
lU  aigner  and  builder.  He  had  an  abid- 
ng  faith  ia  the  ftiture  of  Victoria,  and 
played  an  im;  .  rUnf  (.art  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  industries  of  the  port. 
He  was  engaged  In  the  sealing  industry 
when  that  dead  indastry  was  the  chief 
and  probably  the  most  profiuble  of  all 
the  industries  of  British  Columbia.  He 
came  to  VictoHt  when  the  city  w.is 
merely  a  city  by  courteay,  when  the 
population  of  the  place  was  sparse  and 
fluctuating.  He  lived  to  see  marvel- 
lous changes,  not  only  in  the  business 
of  Victoria,  ^ut  in  the  physical  appear- 
ance>>f  the  place.  The  scattered  and 
bedraKffled  city  of  his  early  days  has 
become  a  place  of  matchless  beauty. 

Mr.  Turpell  had  attained  an  age  cx 
ceeding  the  allotted  span,  and  probably 
would  have  achieved  a  greater  age  but 
for  the  shock  OC  the  death  of  his  wife

The  state 
coach  of  England,  in  which  the  King  atill 
appear^  .  ^  t  iti-  occasions,  is  an  elaborate 
sample  ot  liie  kind  o(  coacUes  which  then  came 
into  use  in  Europe.  Wealthy  nobles  often 
0\v  n<  I  coaches  almost  equally  gorgeous. 

Hy  the  time  little  Princess  \'irtoria  had  he- 
come  ^ueen,  travel  by  horses  had  reached  the 
acme  ol  hoxury.  'Wealthy  families  owned  travel- 
ling carriages  e  inippcd  wfli  all  >orts  of  \'ic- 
tonaii  comforts  in  which  father  and  mother  and 
sons  and  daoghters  made  tours  of  the  Conti- 
nent, tlirn  (  oiisidcred  quite  the  necessary  thing 
to  complete  the  education  of  the  children. 
Attended  by  family  servants  an<l  carrying  bulky, 
Victorian  luggage  with  them,  they  set  out  for 
France  and  Italy  and  the  tale  of  their  adventures 
is  told  in  precise  Victorian  vtilumcs  of  rcminis- 
ceneea. 

A  Famous  Spetd  Lata 

Certainly  it  was  not  by  means  of  spontaneous 
public  support  that  we  left  ihc  age  when  the 
average  rate  of  speed  was  eight  miles  an  hour, 
and  entered  '\uin  an  aj:e  of  reckless  swiftness. 
Ivvery  step  in  the  path  of  progress  has  been  met 
with  fanatical  opposition  from  the  "dieHkrds"  of 
everv  genrration  Anything  that  Spells  change 
is  tal>ou  an<i  reeled  with  predictions  of  calamity 
by  the  old  ^:iiard  of  reactionaries.  In  a  day 
when  a  inotoi  car  has  reached  the  .si>eed  of  ]72\ 
miles  an  hour  in  Mngland.  almost  three  miles  a 
minute,  it  is  laughable  to  recall  the  terms  of  a 
law  which  actually  existed  in  (ircat  Mritain  until 
jjist  thirty  years  ago.  and  catne  about  in  this 
way.  The  first  Knglish  motor  car  was  built  in 
1801  and  by  IWl  there  was  a  steam  motor  car. 
running  regularly  between  London  and  Sfrat 
ford.  In  183t)  ten  such  carriages  were  built  an(i 
put  imta  acnriee.  At  the  same  time  tile  fiset- 

pleasiire  car  was  biiilf  ^l^  hold  three  people  Ry 
1840  however,  the  bucolic  authorities  had  mus 
tered  all  their  strength.  In  addition  to  making 
toll  charges  ten  times  as  high  for  motor  vehide.s 
as  for  any  other,  they  passed  a  law  which  limited 
the  speed  of  any  motor-driven  vehicle  "in  the 
Ri-itish  Isles  to  four  miles  an  hourl  To  ensure 
the  speed,  they  demanded  that  a  man  walk  in 
front  of  every  such  vehicle  carrying  a  rc<l  flag! 

This,  of  course,  turned  the  inventive  faculty 
of  the  age  frf)m'  roafl  vehicles  to  railways  W  hen 
the  United  States  imported  its  first. motor  car 
in  1890,  a  tricycle  made  by  a  OenMin  in  Mann- 
ueim.  and  I'ord  had  made  the  fir-^t  car  and 
touiuled  the  world's  hardy  perennial  of  humor, 
ICngland's  famous  speed  law  was  still  on  its 

b'ooks.  ^ 
Hut  are  we  content?  Not  we'  Now  we  are 
worrying  how  to  cut  down  the  time  oi  travel 
between  Europe  and  .Asia,  and  the  great 
northern  spaces  in  Canada  mav  some  day  be 
dotted  with  stations  to  mark  the  aerial  route 
acroas  the  world.  That  is  why  flying  machines 
are  bu/.^ing  o\  ei  the  Tole  Man  now  covers  it) 
a  few  hours,  and  rej)orts  his  impressions  by 
radio  as  he  goes  along,  what  required  eight 
months  to  a  year  of  exile  ffir  the  Old-fashloned 
explorer  with  dog  and  sleigh.

N.P.,  a  distance  of  2,200  mijcs,  NcwjYork 
and  London  coutd  send  theh*  mth  mes- 
sages and  weck-en(I  Irtfers  nvrr  a  wire  atile 
to  carry  four  times  the  work  of  older  typei 
of  cable.  Great  strides  have  been  taken  in 
cable  development  since  the  days  when 
no  ocean  telegraph  line  was  equal  to  more 
than  sixty  b  <  minute  :  the  eonserra- 

tive  cable  men  tocl.«y  talks  .^000. 

The  little  Vishins  village  of  Sennen  Cove 
bad  a  real  sensation  rrcrntly,  the  day  there 
steamed  into  its  harbor  a  small  boat  from 
London  with  heavy  coils  of  thick  black  linse  * 
aboard.

Kalvanomefer  and  tbr  cable  recorder  Hoth 
of  these  mvcntions  were  the  beginning  of 
improvements  in  recording  the  trans- 
mitting apparatus,  accountable  for  a  later 
•peed  iacrease  of  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent.

When  John  Pender  died  at  the  age  of 
eighty  he  controlled  75.000  miles  of  ocean 
cable.  Syrus  Fie^  did  nut  live  to  taste 
the  ultimate  success  of  this  great  invention. 

Pickl's  Atlantic  cable  first  linked  up  the 
Old  World  and  the  New  on  A u Rust  16.  IMS. 
The  applause  following  itis  astonisjiintf 
achievement  had  barely  died  down  when  it 
was  ramof^d  ^hat  something  had  gone 

wrong  wifti  the  new  invention.  In  fact, 
only  700  messages  went  through  this  first 
transatlantic  line  before  it  failed.  Reports 
claimed  too  high  a  voltage  had  been  used, 
and  one  early  authority  asserted  that  all 
t))r  fiirrent  necessary  to  operate  an  At- 
lantic cable  could  be  generated  in  a  thimble, 
and  proved  his  point  It  is  said  fha  very 
(himble  used  is  still  in  existew^  a»d  is 
highly  prised  by  its  owner. 

Undismayed  by  failure.  Field  Cf«K  to 
England  aad  raised  sufficient  money  to 
ffnanec  another  effort  to  span  the  Atlanti.

John  Pender  Approcei 
At  this  critical  moment  appeared  John 
Pender,  head  ol  the  Telegraph  Construc- 


tion and  Maintenance  Company  of  F.ngland. 
Pender  helped  finance  a  new  organization, 
known  as  the.  Anglo-American  Telegraph 
Company,  which,  in  1866,  suceessfully  hid 
I  down  cable  from  Valentia  M.in.I.  off  the 
coast  of  Ireland,  to  Trinity  Ha.v,  Newfound- 
land. Shortly  thereafter  the  Field  cable  of 
the  year  before  was  recovered  and  com- 
pleted. Two  cablfs  instead  of  one  now  cob« 
nected  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic. 

Ten  years  later  another  line  was  com- 
pleted, between  Ireland  and  HaKfax,  by  the 
Direct  United  States  Company.  It  is  one 
of  the  two  cabfes  worked  today  by  the 
British  Covernm^t.  This  was  followed  by 
the  Jay  Gould  cable,  laid  to  Sennen  Cove 
in  1881.   Theee  lines  were  taken  over  by 

the  Western  T'nion  Telegraph  Company 
and  arc  still  worked  hy  them.  In  1884  sUU 
another  organization  entered  the  ficM— 
the  Commercial  Cable  Company. 

Through  littfe  physicak*  change  has  oc- 
curred in  cables  since  the  early  Dover- 
Calais  line,  higher  speed  has  been  attained 
by  the  <ise  of  heavW  cohdaetors.

niay  not  he  generally  known  that 
Ainong  the  llovvers  growing  most  rap- 
idly in  popultrity,  and  second  probably 
only  to  tbcjrose,  is  the  peooy,  writes  Olive 
Hyde  Foster  in  The  New  York  Times. 
\\  liolo  shows  arc  being  K'ven  to  its  cxbi 
bitioii  and  books  ara  being  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  its  care  and  propagation.  Even 
as  far  north  as  .Maska  the  peony  gives  the 
grcatc:>t  satisfaction  for  beauty  of  form 
and  color,  ease  of  cultivation,  freedom  from 
insect  pest  and  disease,  as  well  as  long  hie. 
Unlike  many  plants  whieh  ron  out  and  have 
to  l)c  renewed,  tlie  peony  improves  under 
proper  care  and  attention.  I'ri^e  blooms 
have  been  produced  on  stock  sixty  years 

VV  hen  once  well  placed  in  tli«  i^arden  and 
growing  satisfactorily,  peonies  had  better  be 
left  undisturbed,  if  lifted  for  root  division 
they  should  not  be  reset  in  the  same  spot, 
for  they  do  not  seem  to  tl.rive  uiilrss  the 
soil  has  been  removed  and  newly  enriched 
earth  filled  in.  They  never  should  be  set 
umler  trees,  or  ne.ir  to  w.i'U  or  foundations, 
which  absorb  tlieir  lo.ul  and  moisture. 

Old  e«tablishrd  clumps  that  have  to  I'C 
moved  should  never  be  reset  whole.  After 
being  lifted  carefully  so  as  to  prevent 
breakin,;  of  the  brittle  roots,  thev  should 
be  left  to  wilt  just  enough  to  make  ilieiii 
pliable  and  permit  disentangling. 
with  a  sharp  knife  they  should  be  so  divided 
as  to  leaxc  trom  three  to  five  eyes  on  each 
division,  and  the  long  root-  -lioald  be 
shortened  to  about  seven  inches. 

After   flowering   esriy  in  the  Summer, 

peonies  take  a  short  rest  before  sending 
out  the  new  shoots  or  "i-yes."  as  they  are 
called,  that  property  divided  make  llie  new 
plant.  .\nd  that  there  may  be  ample  i»»c 
for  these  to  become  reW  esUWIshed  and 
form  a  good  rootaK'  system  so  as  to  be 
ready  to  bloom  the  next  Spring,  this  mov- 
ing is  most  satisfactorily  done  in  Septem- 
ber or  very  soon  thereafter. 

Then,  to  flower  su(  ce,sfnlly,  they  must 
have  sufficient  iiourislMmnt,  cultivation 
(fspe-  ially  in  Fall  and  early  Spring^  and 
plenty  of  water  about  blooming  time. 

This  method  of  propagating  peonif.  is 
the  only  way  by  which  we  can  be  poMtiv- 
of  (retting  the  same  kind.  Growing  from 
srr-i  icniiires  seven  years  to  establish 
bloom  and  variety,  as  owing  to  cross  fern 
licatiofl  by  the  bees  the  flowers  do  not 
always  come  true  to  type.  A  long  time  to 
wait  for  possible  disappointment. 

While  single  eye  divisions,  especially  of 
the  expensive  kinds,  are  frei"fntly  sold  by 
dealers  eager  to  turn  over  their  stock  at 
good  prolit,  thry  take  so  much  k>ngcr  to 
get  started  blooming  well  that  they  are 
pretty  unsatisfactory. 

"  The  y^r-old  plants  sometimes  offered 
by  the  namryaica  ate  ncjt  S«  likely  to 
produce  vigorotts  ckimps,  either,  as  good 
divisions. 

To  quote  one  grower;  "V\e  have  tncl 
eat,  in  our  own  plantings,  sll  the  various 
roots,  and  wc  have  definitely  concluded

The  lad  wha^  hopes  to  become  a  doctor 
must  look  forward  to  a  life  of  hard  -itndy 
and  iiard  work.  No  one  yet  has  learned 
all  about  the  tils  tliat  cause  suffering  and 
d^atJk.  'l  hat  the  niiinher  of  themr  is  grow- 
ing less  and  that  life  is  longer  than  it 
vUA  to  be  we  owe  to  a  few  men  who  hsve 

thought  and  studied  and  often  risked  then 
own  lives  to  les.seii  the  suffering  oi  their 
fellow  men  and  women..  Aqiong  thesq, 
few  hold  so  high  a  place  as  Sir  Ronald 
,Ross.  lie  was  the  great  physician  who 
d^coyered  that  the  bite  of  certain  kinds  (A 
moaquito  carries  malaria  from  sick  people 
to  those  who  are  well.  This  disease  wakens 
and  o.'ten  kills  ininioiis  of  the  people  of 
hot  countries.  We  will  try  today  to  learn 
something  about  the  childhood  and  boy- 
hood of  this  great  man.  He  has  told  the 
story  of  his  own  liic  and  w-ork  himself  in 
his  Memoirs,  which  anvonc  intertStcd  may 
borrov/  from  the  I'ublic  Library. 

His  father's  people  were  of  Scottish 
descent  and  hivmother's  family  came  from 
the  South  of  Kngland  near  Stonehenge. 

His  grandfather,  his  father  and  one  of 
his  uncles  served  with  distinction  in  the 
Indian  Army.  His  mother's  people  were 
gentlefolks  who  livad  and  practised  all  that 
was  best  in  life. 

Ronald  Ross  was  born  in*  India  in  tha 
first  year  of  the  Mutiny,  1SS7.  The  yonng 
mother  and  her  baby^  boy  were  safe, 
though  the  father,  with  his  brother  officers 
and  their  aeniors,  were  forced  to  tight  for 
the  safety  of  the  women  and  children  in 
the  hill  stations. 

Rouald  was  waited  upon  by  Hindu  ser- 
vants and  learned  their  language  as  soon 
as  he  could  speak,  as  well  as  the  Knglish 
spoken  by  his  parents.  The  little  fellow's 
earliest  memories  were  of  the  beautiful  hill 
'Country  where  little  children  were  taken 
from  the  heat  of  the  plains.  He  retneak- 
bered.""loo,  the  long  journeys  in  the  ballock  ' 
cart  and  the  tents  pitched  at  night. 

He  never  forgot  the  first  sight  of  the  rail- 
way train  and  the  great  cities  near  the 
sea.  with  their  towers  and  minaret-.. 
NVhat  the  child's  meir  t  r.  ,,t  ins  mother 
were  we  may  guess  from  this  sentence: 
"She  taaghi  as  not  of  earth  bat  of  hcavca 

and  sliowed  us  the  way  there."  Like  moat 
children  born  in  India.  Ronald  had  to  leave 
his  parents  when  he  was  seven  years  old. 
He  was  soon  interested  in  the  doings  on 
the  sailing  ship  on  which  ha 
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and  again  she  tiied,  but  with  no  success. 
At  ll|t,  with  almost  superhuman  effort  and 
endurance,  she  managed  to  reach  the  top^ 
and,  rentembetring  what  she  had  seen  her 
father  do,  she  lighted  the  beacon. 

At  the  precise  inomcnt  that  the  lamps 
wf^e  due  to  flash,  the  astaandcd  watchers 
ashore  rauRht  the  gleam  of  their  taya  aa 
they  slryrk  the  ocean. 

For  three  whole  days  the  cyclone  raged. 
Little  I^thel  slept  by  day  and  kept  awake 
at  nighf  to  httend  the  vital  signals  whieh 
pot  ^cjs,  Jn  an  that^tUfet,  war*  a  aaonMat 
late. 

The  Waf  anil. the  little  piece  of  cake  were 
consamad.  -  Ka  foiad  had  pased  hec  lips  for 
twenty-fbur  h6urs.  On  the  third  day  the 
despairing  parents  and  the  horrified  towns- 
folk realized  that  if  help  di^d  not  come  Llhel 
must  starvjc! 

.\  fishrrWan,  braver  than  the  rest,  Cicorgc 
Attrill,  persuaded  his  brother  and  a  fHu|<i 
to  make  a  desperate  attempt.  After  a  ter- 
Viffc  battle,  lasting  for  hours,  they  aaaaged' 
to  reach  the  lightliouse  Her  rc~*<!ggt  COB* 
tiqyes  the  story  in  his  own  words*. 

"I  juwiped  on  the  rock  and,  entering  the' 
lighthouse,  found  the  girl  asleep.    She  was 
awakenect  by  the  barking  of  her  little  dog, 
which  is  her  only  companion  ia  the  light- 
hbuse.  ' 

"She  greeted  nie  «ilb  a  cheerful  aaaflc, 
and  made  light  of  her  adventure. 

'"I  am  not  a  bit  afraid,'  she  said,  '1 
know  how  to  work  the  Ufht»  hwaan  IVa 
seen  father  do  it.'  * — '   

"She  asked  about  her  father  and  mother 
and  sent  them  a  cheery  message. 

**Later  In  the  day  the'  Bembridge  lifeboat 

took  the  girl's  parents  to  the  lighthouse." 

He  said  in  tribute,  and  it  was  the  tribute 
yf  a  man  who'had  proved  hia  •va  Valor: 

"She  was  very  plucky. 

"But  for  the  fact  that  we  knew  from  her 
parents  that  she  was  short  of  food  we 
khould  scarcely  have  dared  to  go  throagh 
the  tremendous  seas  in  the  fifteert-fMt 
motor  fishing  bpat,  which  was  thf  ob1)<  baa 
available." 

And  Ethel's  bravery  is  not  to  gt>  with- 
out   rewai:d.    The    cdmmlttee  of  Lloyd's 

have  decided  to  confer  on  her  T.loyd's 
bronze  medal  for  meritorious  services.  It 
is  the  first  time  in  history  that  thjs  medal 
has  ever  been  conferred  On  a  womait^not 
to  speak  of  a  girl.  .

ilappy  years  followed.  Ronald  went  to 
live  in  the  Isle  of  \\  ight  with  Dr,  Wilmot, 
who  was  married  to  hia  mothar'a  aunt.  He 
was  Mnt  to  a*  dame's  school.  The  Mttle^ 
fellow  was  soon  reading  the  Bible  and 
many  books  in  his  uncle's  library  which 
few  children  flowad^ys  would  care  for. 

'Tha  wise  people  who  had  charge  of  the. 
child  saw  that  he  had  time  to  spend  with 
his  playmates  at  the  seashore  and  he  was 
interested  in  bis  aunt's  aquarium.  In  the' 
evenfaig  his  aunt  would  read  aload  'tfnd' 
tliere  were  prayers  twice  a  day.  "A  society 
of  good,  kind,  cultured  people,  perhaps  the 
best  in  the  world."  the  nephew  said  acar 
the  close  of  his  life.  A  long  viait  to  a 
farmhouse  in  Leicestershire,  where  another 
uncle  lived,  complatad  .this  p«riod  of  the 
child's  life. 

When  he  was  ten  his  mother,  a  aletar, 
and  t.vo,  brothers  came  home  aad  a^tcr- 
%ards  his  father.   Ronald  went  to  live  with 
them.   As  a  day  boarder  ha  was  sent  to  a

Like 
many  public  school  boys,  young  Ross  made 
collections  of  soological  specim^t  and  he' 
even  began  a  book  oa  tha  aahjact  of, 
zoology.

which  ara  worn  or  out  of  adjuat- 
meat  will  geaerally  he  fauad  t«  be 
the  eauae  of  thla  eondltten. 

One  Cause  of  Missing 

Moisture  or  grease  <>n  ihr  surf. ice 
of  the  distrihutor  houhlnjf  wili  some 
times  cause  serious  missing,  because 
the  high  tension  current  akipa  acroaa 
the  surface  of  thIa  foreign  ma^er  in- 
stead of  through  lie  regular  ehaanele. 
The  remedy  la  ta  wipe  aC  cka  aarCaae. 
The  preeeaee  of  molatore  m^y  be  es* 
plained  by  the  faet  that  It  la  drawn 
la  with  tha  air  through  the  radiator, 
or  may  condense  on  the  surface  on  a 
damp  day.  The  grease  often  coUecta 
from  tife  oil  spray  thrown  out  by  tlie  j 
engine.  i
